A DAYLIGHT BITER?. 


: In the. course of his ‘article; Dr. 
Severn says the species most com- 


.| monly found in the Colony is Culex 
| fatigans. 


This ubiquitous. ee 
is. met with everywhere,“and. at all 

‘seasons of the year. The Stegom- 
yin scutellaris, the common black 
and white mosquito, is the next 
most numerous. . It is frequent in 
hot sunimer weather, and is a per- 
sistent daylight biter. 

- Tho Anopheles most. frequently 
found here are A. maculatus, A. 
sinensis.and A. minimus; all other 
Anopheles, in my experience, may 


“1 be considered as rarities. in this 


Colony. It is tobe regretted that 
both the A. maculatus and A. mini- 
mus are.in other’ countries. well 
known to be'vectors of subtertian 
or “malignant” malaria,, The A. 
"sinenses has. in Formosa ‘‘been 
proved nx carrier of. benign-tertian 
and quartan malaria, and in other 
parts of the East, particularly in 
the Dutch East ‘Indies, it'is suspect- 
ed to transmit sub-tertian malarih. 

It is-a matter of . interest that 
these three Anopheles are the ones 
most, commonly. found in Formosa, 
where malaria is a serious problem. 


LUCKY DISTRICTS, ' 


‘Anopheles are very rarely found 
in the city of Victoria, and that 
part of Kowloon situated south“of 
Gascoigne’ Road is’ equally free 
from these dangerous mosquitoes, 

Dr. Severn says!—My collection 
tends to show that Anopheles’ are 
relatively common-in the winter 
months; this, I think, may be due to 


the damming. up, of streams and |° 
| nullahs by farmers and others dur- 
ing .the dry season. 


These efforts

The new knowledge of the atom, 
the. Einstein theory of relativity, | 
and the’ increased Measures for 
the age of. the earth are set down 
by Dr. E. E. Free in Tho Forum 
(New York) as the. chief new 
facts discovered by science ,dur- 
ing the past forty years.

“If canned food had been avail- 
able for Napoleon's, armies, it 
would have altered unrecognizably 
the present map of the world, if 
Egypt or Babylon had known how 
to can’ their food supplied as we 
do, the whole course of civilization ' 
would have flowéd in’ a, atest | 
channel. : 

“The beginnings of this a go 
back, of course, far beyond the 
past forty years. Ways of con- 
serving ‘foods by various preserva- 
tive methods have been known ‘for 
ages., The Chinese have been 
preserving eggs, more or ‘lesa 
successfully, although somewhat 
odorously, for. three thousand 
iyears.. It is probable that, primi- 
tive hunters were drying meat 
_strips over a‘ smoky fire a hundred 
thousand yenra ago. 

These anticipations are beside 
.the point. The vital thing is that 
within the ‘past forty years pro-. 
cesses haye been perfected by 
‘which ‘almost — any edible 
material citi be sealed up. 
; in a. glass jar, 
sterilized, ‘and made to. keep, 
in all its original .utility, for as: 

many ‘years as we care to let it 
remain unopened. Man raises 
all human strictures, intellectual 
‘and material alike, on a founda- 
tion-of. food. If food:can’not be 
stored, civilization can nat, be 
stored either. The unlimited food 
storage, and. virtually unlimited 
food shipment now made possible 
by canning processes, is likely to° 
appear to the historian of 3000
